Washington.—America is exerting every effort to prevent the 


arms conference breakng up without settling affairs in the Far 
Bast—generally regarded as the region most likely to breed war. 


During the last few days, as the great naval treaty providing 


for reduction and limitation of the navies of the five powers was 
Hearing completion, this government has noted with concern an 
apparent intention on the part of other delegations to hasten home, 
and leave unsettled such vital questions as Shantung, Siberia, and 
other Chinese questions, outstanding among which are the Jap- 
anese 21 demands. 


Suggestions have been made in 
some American naval quarters that 
the United States should refuse to 
sign the naval treaty until 
agree- 
ments are reached on Far Eastern 
questions. 
Meantime, the naval treaty—its ac- 
ceptance probably 
postponed 
by 
Japanese reference of the 
fortifica- 


tions clause to Tokio—was to- be fur- 
ther considered Wednesday forenoon 
by the big five delegates. Progress

fact, 
Arthur J. Balfour holds it to be

•As for Shantung, it was said that 
Wednesday's meeting, 
accomplished 


through aid of Secretary Hughes and 
Balfour, was to consider collateral is- 
sues instead of the Shantung railroad 
itself. But the mere fact of getting 
together was held to augur well for 
the future. 
The Shantung situation 


had reached a really critical stage. 


MAY BENKW RIDICULE 
One of the Chinese representatives, 


known tcThave been sounding • ««t 
senatorial sentiment, declared: 


"The 'shame of Shuntungr,' the slo- 
gan raised during the Versailles fight, 
would arise again if Shantung is not 
settled here. The treaties would not 
pasa. 
Balfour stayed over because 
he knew that and would not dare to 
leave with the Shantung question un- 
settled and the fate of the treaties in 
absolute danger." 
At the same time disquieting- mes- 
sages of threatened civil war came 
from Peking.

has thrown down the 
gauntlet to 
Premier Liang Shih-Ti, virtually ac- 
cusing him of being a. traitor and 
selling out to Japan in the Shantung 
matter.

Washington—Two years to a day 


have passed since the League oC Na- 
tions was born but only in the self- 
imposed seclusion of his private citi- 
zenship does the man who had most 
to do with its creation celebrate the 
birthday. Woodrow Wilson, admitted- 
ly the parent of the league of nations 
which now embraces 51 nations, did 
not interrupt his silence to point out 
that the league which had been de- 
clared "dead" so many time was in- 
deed alive and functioning. 
Nor did 


he lift his voice to contend that while 
America had not yet joined the 
league, there was no association of 
nations in existence as yet to take 
the place of the league. 
SPOKES>IEN NOW FEW 
Nor are there any spokesmen for 


the Wilson viewpoint arguing the 
case one way or another. The Demo- 
crats who followed Wilson when he 
was in office are nof the same. Most 
of them have drifted from the Wilson 
standard and taken it for 
granted 
that the league is a dead affair so 
far as the United States is concerned. 
Only a small group clings to the no- 
tion that the league has nine lives 
and can't be killed and that the major 
issue of the 1924 presidential cam- 
paign will be the League of Nations 
again. In the recent speech of Cor- 
dell Hull, newly elected chairman of 
the Democratic national committee, 
is seen the germ, of the Wilson doc- 
trine as it may be applied sto future 
campaigns—an argument that the 
present business depression is due di- 
rectly to the failure of the United 
States to join with the other powers 
in the preservation of the peace of 
the world, particularly Europe. Mr. 
Hull's plea for economic cooperation 
and his statement that a worldwide 
economic conference is essential 'is 
but the corrollary to the Democratic, 
argument tteiftne laCk~-of economic 
cooperation in the last two years is 
responsible for present conditions. 


DEMOCRATIC PARTV 


But Mr. Hull's ideas are by no 


means shared by his party In con- 
gress. It isn't that he is opposed. Jt 
is simply that the Democrats have no 
pronounced policy on foreign affairs 
and that when 
President 
Harding 


shrewdly took under his wing for the 
armament conference the Democratic 
leader in the senate—Oscar Under- 
wood—he left his political opponents 
to flounder. 
On the other hand, it the Demo- 
crats arc divided and have no objec- 
tive, the Republicans have awakened 
to their new responsibilities in for- 
eign affairs.

When state' income tax blanks are 


mailed out about Feb. 1 by John A. 
Lonsdorf, assessor of incomes, they 
Will be accompanied by separate blank 
for report on sales of real estate clo- 
sed by the taxpayer during 1921. 


"Those receiving the special blanks 


should fill them out carefully so that 
the true profit on the sale can be fig- 
ured by the assessor of incomes", Mr. 
' Ijonsdorf said. "In all sales where a. 
building was sold, be it residence, barn 
shed, store, flat or factory, deprecia- 
tion on it must be figured as profit. 
For most frame buildings such depre- 
ciation is generally two and one-half 
per cent each year." 


"For example if 'a man bought a 


piece of property in 1920 for $10,000 
and sold it 1921 for $10,000 he would 
gain no money profit on the sale but 
he would have gained a legal profit 
of $250. This is because the law re- 
gards the depreciation on the proper- 
ty to be two and one-half per cent 
each year and property worth $10,000 
in 1920 would be worth only $9,750 in 
1921, 
legally speaking. So that if sale 


is made at the purchase price, the 
owner is considered to have made 
$250. 


DEDUCT 
IMPROVEMENTS 


"The cost of improvements on pro- 


perty sold may be deducted from the 
profit. If property was owned before 
1911 the true value on Jan. 1. 1911 is 
cosidered as the cost price. Most tax- 
payers value the property too high on 
that date. From 1911 to 3921 there was 
-x great increase in the alue of pro- 
perty and that increase is profit. The 
assessed value in 1911 ic raised up to 
100 per cent is a good measure to 
judge value by. Bona fide; offbrs ure 
good evidence and so are county court 
appraisals. 


"The assessor of incomes reserve* 


the right to revise the value quoted 
for 1911 it he feols the taxpayers pla- 
ced it too high. Any increase ovi-r the 
1911 
value received when the proper- 


tv is sold is part of the profit from 
the transaction. 


"To this increase must be added" 


the depreciation and from the amount 
the cost of improvements are deducted 
to get the-profit.'if the property was 
l>un-hased after 1911, 
the 
amount 


ixiid was the cost price and no attcn- 
liun'nred bt' paid to the 1911 value. 


FEW CHANGES IN LAW 
, "There are only a few changes in 
the sir.te income tax law during the 
last year. One change is that only in- 
terest on biiMnc&s can be deducted. 
Jnterest paid out on money invested 
In business in "Wisconsin is deductible 
but interest paid on a mortgage on 
one's home or on personal debts by 
a professional or working man is not 
deductible. Another change is that 
only 10 per cent of the net income 
may be allowed for charity if this 
much was given, instead of 15 per 
cent as heretofore.

If this is the 
case his report should give his address 
as Vanderht-oek. In most cases the 


• place of residence is the place to pay

"Seventy per cent of the amount 


collected in income taxes stays in the 
home district. In Kimborly this year 
the amount, received from thr income 
tax has been sufficient so that only 
nvo mills is raided on the property 
tax.

who erected the building at the corner 
of College-ave. and Durkee-st. recent- 
ly purchased by E. W. Shannon. The 
brother was compelled to return to 
his former home in New York a year 
after he had been in business because 
of the illness of his wife and disposed 
of his property to John F. Rose. 


Mr. Rose conducted the business 


for ii short time and then sold it to 
John P. Parish, with whom he en- 
gaged in the saw mill business. The 
firm was known as Parish& Rose and 
later as Rose & Heath, the latter 
partnership existing for 15 years. The 
owners of the saw mill drew their 
water power above the dam, but built 
the canal immediately west of their 
plant for the accomodation of other 
industries which they induced to lo- 
cate near them.

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THE SENIORITY RULE 


.The New York Herald, perhaps the 


leading ^Republican newspaper of the 
east, is besieging the administration for 
abolition of the rule oi' seniority in con- 
gress. It has been brought to this polit- 
ical view by the eminence of Senator 
MeCumber's succession to the chairman- 
ship of the senate finance committee, 
which -will pass to him under the rule of 
seniority by the death of Senator Pem-osc. 
The Herald is very evidently actuated in 
this attitude by hostility to the growing 
power of the so-called agricultural bloc 
in congress, of which Mr. MeCuuiber may 
toe said to be la member. 
A serious con- 


flict in politics and legislation has arisen 
between the agrarian representatives and 
their interests in the Avest and the indus- 
trial and financial interests of the east. It 
threatens to grow in intensity, and al- 
ready it has marked a, disintegration in 
party lines on some important issues. 


The chairmanship of the senate finance 


committee is the most powerful hold in ci- 
ther 'branch of congress. It has deposed in 
'but few hands over a Irmg period of years 
a&d it has been the insignia of great party 
influence <3ren pTe'eediflg" the days of Sen- 
ator Aldrich. ."While theo'retieally tlic

committee, which in recent years drafts 
its own tariff and tax measures and set- 
tles the controversy with the house by 
conference.

senate finance committe from the citadel 
of financial and industrial forces of the 
east to the agrarian stronghold of the 
Tvest is a matter of vital concern to con- 
gress, to the nation and to politics.

rule of seniority has been one of the great- 
est obstacles to the recognition of ability 
and public service that has ever ari.sen in 
congress.

stances men must serve in either branch 
for many years before they attain posi- 
tions of influence, because real influence 
is confined to the leading committees and 
membership and promotion in them goes 
l>y seniority. 
As a result many men of 


exceptional talent after serving a short 
time have abandoned legislative careers 
in disappointment and disgust. 
At the 


eame time others who stick to their posts 
»rc~ effectually smothered in their efforts 
Slid capacity to render real public ser- 
•viee. 
Finally, the rule of seniority has 


Hevated men of distinct mediocrity to 
positions of great power, even controlling 
pcfwcr, at heavy cost to the public. Both 
SKitehin and Fordney are examples of this 
result in 'the Bouse, and there .are plenly 
oF instances in both the houso and senate 
for that matter. 


The west cannot of course agree with 


the cast in the latter'.s

MANTJFACTUREiRS CANNOT FI2C 


RETAIL PRICE 


Unusual importance attaches to the de- 


cision of the United States supreme court 
in what is known as the Breech Kitt case 
that manufacturers cannot undertake to 
fix retail prices. In connection with the 
standardization of products and trade 
names.- manufacturers 
o,£ numerous ar- 


ticles, large and small, have undertaken 
to set the resale prices with the object of 
maintaining uniformity of prices every- 
where. The opinion of the court was that 
measures applied against retailers to force 
them to uphold the manufacturer's price 
constitute stifling of competition and re- 
straint of trade. The ruling will have the 
effect of vitalizing orders of the Federal 
Trade commission. 


AVhile there are apparent benefits to the 


standardization of prices, it seems to be 
clear that, in many instances, it results in 
maintaining prices that are too high and it 
is. therefore, inimical to public interest. 
The consequences to the public are evident 
in connection with other goods than food- 
stuffs. There is. as everybody has at times 
noted, price uniformity on products of the 
same kind made by different manufacture 
crs. denoting tacit understaridings as to 
conditions of resale. 


If the manufacturer were in tall Cases 


permitted to fix the ultimate selling price 
it is obiious that the consumer would in 
many instances pay a premium for inferior 
commodities, for inefficiency and for waste 
and extravagance. It might be argued 
that the superior product A\ill sell on its 
merits regardless of price but that is not 
always the case. The commodity which is 
produced the cheapest, or which possesses 
the greatest merit, price taken into consid- 
eration, is the one tbat should sell. 
Fur- 


thermore, a legal recognition of the right 
to control the selling price regardless o£ 
any and all considerations would neces- 
sarily carry with it an arbitrary power to 
fix an cxcessho price and to secretly colla- 
borate with other producers for purposes 
of extortion.

"Briand drew a picture of Ger- 


many at the Conference, which 
on 
the whole is true. Germany is still 
'ull of hatred for-her conquerors, and 
f today she is impotent, her hatred 
s but a silent challenge at least to 
hose who are her immediate neigri- 
boi-s. Thus it Is probable that if 
France were to partially 
disarm it 


vould giyo courage to this hatred 
rattner than alleviate the fury of it. 
But if this is France's official aifgu- 
ment, an impartial observer must go 
'urther and ask for what reason Ger 
many, which has such great need of 
>eace would, at the bottom! of her 
leart, desire' war agam. Thfe reason 
s clear. 
Simply because the Ver 
sailles treaty contains much humiliat- 
ng conditions that no great power 
would ever accept them", even though 
ebliged to submit to them for some 
;ime. Posterity will find it incompre- 
hensible ihat 
statesmen—or those 


ivho called themselves such—should 
have imagined they could make Ger- 
many into a European Morocco, with- 
out condemning Europe to perpetual 
war, either active or passive. 


"No congress which will not, or 


dares" not, consider the1 whole of Eu- 
rope in its entirety can do anything 
else but just touch on the armament 
fjuestion. TWos we must no£ expect 
'rom th« Washington onference more 
than It is able to give. That the Con- 
ference managed partially to solve 
the question of naval armaments is 
enough for us to be stbTe to regard It 
as the frrst star which shines in the 
darkness of the night an'd to1 hr>pc 
that it is but the bUghrnrrrg of better 
times. It will n6t only bring back 
confidence to the world which 
has 


Been despairing, but a first agreement 
maxfe, and solution found, will en- 
gender others. 


''Thanks to this law of soHdarity,"

Published Daily During Rummage Week By The Pettibone-Peabody Co. 
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"Nuisance" Taxes 
Are Discontinued 


Apparel and Other Tax Repeals 


Have Now Taken Effect — 
Carpets, Baggage and a Few 
Other Articles Still Affected. 


Repeal of the so-called "nuisance" 


and luxury taxes, which went into ef- 
fect at the beginning of the year, 
along with the repeal of the transpor- 
tation tax and the tax on wearing ap- 
parel are some of the outstanding 
features of the revenue act of 1921. No 
longer will it be necessary for the pur- 
chaser to pay a tax on articles of 
wearing apparel, such as shoes, hats, 
caps, neckwear, shirts, hose, etc., when 
sold by the retailer in excess of cer- 
tain specified prices. 


Patrons of soda fountains and Ice 


cream parlors are also relieved of the 
tax of 1 cent for each 10 cent pur- 
chase and no longer will the ice cream 
cone cost an extra penny. 


Taxes imposed under section 904, 


which under the revenue act of 1918, 
included the taxes on wearing appar- 
el, arc now confined to a 5 per cent 
tax on the following articles: Carpets, 
on the amount in excess of $4.50 a 
square yard; rugs, on the amount in 
excess pf $6 a square yard; trunks on 
the amount of excess of $35 each; va- 
lises, traveling bags, suit cases, hat 
boxes used by travelers and fitted toil- 
et cases, on the amount in excess of 
$25 each; purses, pocketbooks, shop- 
ping and handbags, on the amount in 
excess of $5 each; portable lighting 
fixtures, including lamps of all kinds, 
on the amount in excess of $10 each; 
fans, on the amount in excess of $1 
each. These taxes arc included in the 
manufacturers excise taxes, and are 
payable by the manufacturer, produc- 
er or importer, and not by the pur 
chaser, as required by the revenue act 
of 1918. The manufacturer may re 
imburse himself, by agreement with 
the purchaser, by quoting the selling 
price and tax in separate and exact 
amounts, or by stating to tho 
pur- 


chaser in advance of the sale, what 
portion of the quoted price represents 
the price charged for the article and 
what portion represents the tax. 


The taxes on sportins goods, tennis 


rackets, fishing rods, baseball and 
football uniforms, fishing rods, etc. 
are repealed, also the taxes on chew 
ing gum, portable electric fans, Ihcr 
mostatic containers, articles made 01 
fur, and toilet articles and musica 
instruments. 


The tax on sales of jewelry, real or 


imitation, is 5 per cent, and is payable 
by the vendor. The tax on the statu 
ary, art porcelains and bronze, is re 
duced from 10 to 5 per cent. This tax 
payable by the vendor, applies excep 
in the original sale by the artist, or to 
an educational institution or public ar 
museum, or a sale by a recognized 
dealer in such articles to another such 
dealer for resale.
